ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 


Cubans at Jacksonville Ready To Ship 
War Supplies to Cuba. 

Jacksonville, Fla , March 25.—It was ex- 
pected that the steamer Three Friends 
would leave here last night with another 
cargo of urms and ammunition for the 
Cuban insurgents. The munitions were on 
board and everything in readiness, but at 
the last moment the Cubans charged their 
Plans and the arms were unloaded from 
the steamer. 

The dock of the Alabama Coal Company 
at the foot of Hogan street presented the 
appearance of a government arsenal, for 
there were thousands of cartridges and 
carbines and rifles and machetes by the 
hundreds, Knapsacks, canteens and other 
miltary equipment sufficient to fit out a 
Small army wereScattered abcut, but all 
of the articles were being checked off and 
watched by Cubans. The arms and ammu- 
nition were stored in the warehouse of the 
Alabama Coal Company. H. B. Fritot 
kept the account of the bcxes and packages 
that Were taken off the vessel; Charles J. 
*ritot superintended the storing of the 
articles in the warehouse and J. A. Huau 
appeared to be bossing the job. 

The boxes of cartridges were marked 
“C. B.,”” and the cases of rifles “Knight 
& Wall, Tampa, care Savannah steamship 
and Plant system.”’ 

The Cuban. gentlemen who are looking 
after the unloading and storing of the 
cargo of the steamer will not say why 
the arms are being taken off the steamer 
on the eve of her leaving for a trip to the 
south. Henry Fritot said that the cart- 
ridges were not good, and would be sent 
back to the factory to be reloaded, Mr. 
Huau said that they did not need the arms 
in Cuba just yet and that they would be 
kept here until the United States recognized 
the Cubans as belligerents. ‘““‘When that is 
done,’”’ said he, “the arms and other mili- 
tary equipment will be sent tto the Cuban 
soldiers.’’ 

The machetes were largely in evidence. 
They were shipped in canvas sacks, each 
sack containing twenty-five. One of them 
Was an old blade with a horn handle, 
through which a cord was fastened to go 
over the wrist. The blade was stained 
and looked as though it had been used 
considerably. The new machetes were 
made by Collins & Co., of Hartford, Conn. 
The unloading of the steamer was watched 
by one of the Spanish spies, and a few 
minutes after the work began the Spanish 
vice consul entered the government build- 
ing and called oa several of the officials. 
The Spaniards appear to think that the 
government should seize the arms and the 
vessel that had them on board.

NOT AN OFFICIAL ASSAULT. 


It Was Only ‘Fay’s Residence That the 
Spaniards Attacked. 

Washington, March 25.—A private letter 
received in Washington from an American 
gentleman residing in Spain, who was at 
Valencia during the recent ¥  cutbreak 
against the action of the United States 
congress with regard to Cuba, says that it 
was the residence of Andrew H. Fay, of 
Illinois, United. States consul to Denia, 
Spain, which was attacked by the Valen- 
cians and not the consuiar agency of the 
United States at Granoa, the port of Va- 
lencia. This government has no consular 
post at Valencia, but Mr. Fay found resi- 
dence there preferable to Denia and chang- 
ed it accordingly. He is still officially ac- 
credited to Denia, and transacts the slight 
business of that post from Valencia without 
difficulty. 

The letter says that the so-called attack 
on the consulate (which, by the way, is 
merely Mr. Fay’s private residence and 
no mote a public building of the United 
States government than is the residence in 
Washington of a government official, Mr. 
Fay, as stated, being officially reSident at 
Denia), was merely a puerile performance 
on the part of some little schoolboys, They 
assembled in front of Mr. Fay’s residence 
and shouted “Down with the United 
States’’ and other similar terms. One 
threw a stone and broke a window, but this 
was the sum total of the damage. Mr. Fay 
and his wife, the letter says, witnessed 
the action of the boys from a window of 
their house and were not alarmed. At the 
state department yesterday a reporter was 
told that no report of the occurrence had 
been received from Mr. Fay. This indi- 
cates that he did not consider the matter 
of sufficient seriousness to call it to the 
attention of Secretary Olney. 


DEFEATED THE SPANIARDS: 


Rebels Gain a Fight in Santa Clara. 
Still Burning Houses. 

Havana, March 25.—During an attack by 
insurgents upon the city of Santa Clara 
the rebel leader, Leoncio Vidal, was killed. 

A detachment of government § troops, 
composed of the San Quintin battalion, 
was attacked by a party of rebels under 
Fonseca near San Juan de los Yeras, in 
the Santa Clara province, and a hard fight 
ensued. The battle resulted in the defeat 
of the Spanish force, which lost many 
killed and wounded. It is admifted by 
Spaniards that in this engagement they 
lost one lieutenant and fifteen privates. 
The insurgents have burned the principal 
houses in Santa Ana, in the province of 
Matanzas, 150 houses in Rodriguez and a 
number of houses and Palma Sola and 
Yabucito, all in the province’of Santa 
Clara. 


GENERAL CASEY IS DEAD. 


His Death Occurred Very Suddenly. 
Had Made a Good Reputation. 
Wasnington, March 25.—Brigadier Gen- 

eral Thomas Lincoln Casey, retired, late 

chief of engineers United States army, 

died at his residence in this city at 2 

o’clock this afternoon. 

General Casey, accompanied by his son, 
was on his way *»> his office in the new 
congressional library building, of the con- 
struction of which he had charge, and was 
taken ill in the street car. He was car- 
ried into the library and a physician was 
summoned, who administered remedies, 
which relieved him sufficiently in the 
course of an hour to enable him to be 
removed to his home. There, after suf- 
fering another relapse, he suddenly died, 
as is supposed, from paralysis of the heart, 
superinduced by acute indigestion. He 
has a long and creditable record of service 
in the engineer corps of the army.

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GYPSY KILLS HER 


SEVENTH VICTIM 


West Side of Chicago the Scene of a 
Prolonged Sensation. 


ELEPHANT KILLS A TRAINER 


A Plucky Little Woman Fought It 
with a Pitchfork. 


THEN {fT WAS FED BREAD AND CAKE 


Regular Trainer of the Elephant Is in 
Omaha—He Says Gypsy Is Really 
Empress. 


Chicago, March 25.—W. H. Harris’s big 
elephant, Gypsy, became unmanageable at 
its winter quarters, on the west side, this 
afternoon, and hefore she could be got 
under control, killed her keeper, tore down 
a frame building and created great ex- 
citement, which drew thousands of people 
to the scene, 

Harris’s circus is quartered at the cor- 
ner of Roby and Jackson streets, in a 
six-story brick building, and Gypsy occu- 
pies the greater part of the first floor. Her 
regular keeper is Bernard. He is at 
present in Omaha, and the animal was 
temporarily in charge of Frank Scott, a 
lion tamer. 

Early this afternoon Scott, by orders, 
took Gypsy out for a ride in the alley. 
Gypsy did not seem inclined to stop at the 
boundary of the alley and Scott gave her 
a jab with an iron hook. The beast be- 
‘came enraged and throwing her keeper 
from her head, where he had been riding, 
proceeded to pound him with her trunk, 
and succeeded in knocking him through a 
board fence. 

A Fearless Woman, 

Mrs. Harris came to the rescue with a 
pitchfork. She was knocked down, but 
pluckily jumped up and commenced bat- 
tle. She soon had blood streaming from 
wounds in the elephant’s side and the 
beast ran away toward the end of the al- 
ley. Here was standing a large crowd 
and many were the bruises received in the 
scattering which took place when the ele- 
phant started out of the alley. 

Gypsy did not go far but went back for 
Scott, who in the meantime had been 
moved into a wooden building just oppo- 
site the elephant’s quarters. The animal 
knocked in the whole side of the building 
in her efforts to get at the man again. 

Sent for Bread and Cake. 

During this time Mrs. Harris had sent 
for all the bread and cake that could be 
bought in the neighborhood and also tele- 
phoned for Claude Orton, the horse trainer, 
who soon arrived. The elephant quieted 
down somewhat, while she was eating 
fifty loaves of bread, a large number of 
cakes and other delicacies, which were 
placed before her. 

After she had finished eating she walked 
into her barn and the heavy doors were 
shut after her. The door had no sooner 
been shut when the elephant with one blow 
shatered it and ran out again. By this 
time every street im’ the vicinity was 
crowded with excited people. 

Police Were Powerless. 

Three wagon loads of police came to the 
rescue, but could do nothing further than 
keep back the crowds. None of them 
wanted to undertake the job of chaining 
the enraged beast and it wags impossible 
to kill her with their small. caliber 
weapons, 

The elephant had her own way for about 
four hours, when she went back into her 
stall and allowed Orton to chain her. 

Harris has owned the animal for five 
years and has had no trouble with her 
before. 

Frank Scott’s right name is unknown. 
He would never tell who he was and al- 
though he has been with Harris’s circus 
efor six years no one knows anything of 
him except that he went under an assumed 
name. His body is in the hands of an 
undertaker, and will be buried from the 
home of Mr. Harris. 

Her Seventh Victim. 

Omaha, Neb., March 25.—Bernard, the 
former keeper of Gypsy, tha elephant 
which created so much trouble in Chicago 
today, was seen tonight, and will take the 
first train for Chicago in the morning to 
assume his old position. In an interview 
he stated that Gypsy is only another name 
for Empress, the original old Empress, 
the first elephant imported into this coun- 
try, and that the killing of her late keep- 
er, Scott, makes the seventh victim of 
her vicious temper. 


SIR JULIAN IS VALUABLE. 


Report That He Would Go to London 
Is Not True. 

Washington, March 25.—Momentary cre- 
dence was given in England a day or two 
ago to a statement in The Birmingham 
Post that Sir Julian Pauncefote was going 
to London to discuss Venezuelan matters 
with Lord Salisbury because that journal 
is the home paper of Hon. Joseph Cham- 
berlain and is usually supposed to have 
an inspiration on colonial matters from 
the colonial secretary of the Salisbury 
government. 

If there is any truth in the report, how- 
ever, the British ambassador here is to- 
tally unaware of it and those near him 
declare it to be absurd in view of the fact 
that just at this moment numerous impor- 
tant negotiations between Great Britain 
and the United States are progressing in a 
way that makes compulsory the presence 
of Sir Julian Pauncefote in Washington. 

Among these questions is the convention 
providing for a Behring sea claims com- 
mission which has been before the senate 
for ratification for over a month. In this 
connection an embarrassment has occurred 
from the fact that the senate in executive 
session authorized changes in the conven- 
tion as agreed upon by Secretary Olney 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote, which, it is 
contended, embody an inaccurate version 
of quoted passages from the treaty of ar- 
bitration. Secretary Olney recently ap- 
peared before the committee on foreign 


. relations and, it is understood, asked that 


the original wording should be restored. 
Then there is the boundary convention 
for marking convenient points of the l4ist 
meridian in Alaska, for which congress 
appropriated $75,000 in a joint resolution 
approved February 20, 1896, the under- 
standing being that this work ought to be 
accomplished at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, 

In addition to these matters there is the 
general arbitration treaty of which so 
much is heard and so little is definitely 
limited arbi-

tration which oecupies the serious atten- 
tion of both governments. From none of 
these matters would it be possible for Lord 
Salisbury to withdraw Sir Julian even tem- 
porarily without injury to all the great in- 
terests affected, as not one of them is 
understood to have reached a stage where 
it may be left in charge of unfamiliar 
hands. 


NANSEN AND THE NORTH POLE. 


Professor Brogger Expects the Explor- 


er To Return Next Autumn. 

St. Petersburg, March 25.—The St. Peters- 
burg Geographical Society held a meeting 
yesterday at which Baron Toll, the Arctic 
explorer, read a letter which he had re- 
ceived on March 15th, from Professor Grog- 
ger, of Christiania, saying that he (Brog- 
ger) had no doubt that Dr. Nansen had been 
successful and was now returning from the 
north pole. When Dr. Nansen left him at 
Tromsoe, Professor Grogger wrote, he said 
that he had calculated upon returning in 
two or three, years: 

“The news in regard to the Nansen party, 
which had been telegraphed a few weeks 
ago, could not have come from Nansen 
personally,” Professor Brogger said. “I 
expect him on board the Fram to arrive in 
Norway next autumn.” 

After reading the letter Baron Toll added: 
“We also believe in Nansen. If he does not 
arrive im the autumn there will still be 
time to send an expedition to explore the 
new Siberia islands and posibly Sannikoff 
land.’’ 


BAYARD’S WEEKLY CHAT. 


TELLS THE ENGLISHMEN HOW 
MUCH WE RESEMBLE THEM. 


He Quoted Tennyson and Insisted That 


Fear of Evil Consequences Would 
Not Suppress the Truth. 


London, March 2.—The anniversary din- 
ner of the London General Pension So- 
ciety was given last night. Among the 
guests was the Hon. Thomas F. Bayard, 
the American ambassador, who responded 
to the toast: “Our Kin Beyond the Sea.”’ 

He remarked upon the strong family 
likeness of the kin beyond the seas to the 
people of England. They were, he said, 
as like. as two peas amd they resembled 
each other in their patriotism and pluck. 
‘There was another amilarity between 
them, namely, helping the poor and weak. 
He was inclined to believe that therein 
lay the strength of the English speaking 
system. Mr. Bayard dwelt upon the dif- 
ferences of opinion among his own coun- 
trymen and upon the value of individual 
opinion. He said that since he came to 
England he had néver found occasion to 
change his tone and there was nothing he 
would say here that he would not say at 
home and vice versa, (Cheers.) He did 
not expect unanimity and would almost 
say God forbid it. A man must not be ex- 
pected to speak im a tone that would suit 
everybody. He rejoiced that in the sys- 
tem of government that originated here 
and that had been carried beyond the At- 
lantic there was something that enabled 
a man to speak aecording to his own con- 
science. (Cheers) There, too, lay the 
strength of both countries. When the 
time came when a man dare not speak 
thoughts swelling within him for the pub- 
lic good God help the country. He quoted 
Tennyson volcing this sentiment and said 
he believed the poeta words echoed as 
strongly in the counfty where he himself 
was born and where his best hopes lay 
as they did in Great Britain. 

In conclusion Mr. Bayard said: 

“Herein lies that which shall keep both 
countries moving onward and upward in 
the cause of civilization, and we will 
never suppress the truth for fear of evil 
consequences.’”’ 


DUTCH-AMERICAN SETTLEMENTS 


What “Errata the Venezuelan Blue 
Book” Says of Them. 

London, March 25—A parliamentary pa- 
per was issued this afternoon entitled “Er- 
rata the: Venezuela Blue Book.”’ The first 
emcndation of the text of the blue book 
is of the extract from the secret reports 
on the dominions of the king of Spain in 
America addrecscd to the Spanish govern- 
ment (page 5), which read: “It appears that 
the Dutch settlements in Guiana extead 
from close to the river Amazon und to the 
Orinoco.”’ 

This passage is*'amended to read: “It ap- 
pears that the Dutch settlements in Guiana 
already extended from close to the river 
Amazon at least as far as the Pom:2ro.:n.” 

The “Errata’’ withdraws the version of 
the centurion’s report in 1770 (page 14 of 
the blue book) and substitutes another af- 
firming that the report sent home by the 
centurion inclosed declarations by the pre- 
fect and three members of the Spanish 
missions to the effect that the Spaniards 
had not then and never had ‘any fort on 
the Cuyuni. What the Dutch believed were 
two forts in that neighborhood were vil- 
lag>s belonging to the missions on the 
northern bank of the Yuruari. The paper 
quotes parts of these declarations from the 
Audiencia de Caracas, together with let- 
ters and reports written in the year 1773. 

A note appended to the “Errata” says: 
“Extracts from documents cited in the pre- 
liminary statement of which marginal ref- 
erences are therein given, but which are 
not printed in the appendix, together with 
other extracts from Spaaish and Dutch 
documents bearing on the question, will be 
published in a supplementary paper.’' 


MINISTERS ARE MAD.

They Think Turkey Should Have Been 
Consulted. 


Constantinople, March 25.—The council of 
ministers which was held at the palace on 
March 21st exhaustively discussed the sit- 
uation in Egypt. Both the pdlace authori- 
ties and the porte were greatly annoyed 
at the fact that Turkey had not been con- 
sulted in regard to the Dorgola expedi- 
tion and were also irritated beczuse of the 
khedive’s having ignored the porte in the 
matter, and messages were addressed to 
Mouhktar Pasha, high commigsioner of 
the porte in Egyot, reproaching him for 
not having put a stop to the expedition, 

The ministers also addressed an\ appeal 
to France and Russia requesting them to 
intervene to the end of regulating the posi- 
tion of Egypt, and Germany was also asked 
to use her good offices in the same direc- 
tion. It is believed in well informed circles 
that the action of the porte in this matter 
was taken at the instance cf France and 


Russia. 

Cosaki Pasha, Turkish ambassador to 
Great Britain, has been instructed to make 
representations to Lord Salisbury express- 
ing the porte’s ideas in regard to the Egyp- 
tian situation. 


Great Britain and Italy’s Alliance.

THREE MEN SHOT 
IN A CLOSE FIGHT 


Father and Son Are Dying as the Result 
of the Affray. 


THEIR ASSAILANT WOUNDED 


Feud That Grew Out of Bankston’s 
Misconduct. 


HID HIMSELF IN MISS SEAMAN’S ROOM 


When She Screamed He Skipped Out, 
Surrendered to Officers in 
Septem ber. 


Pine Bluff, Ark., March 25.—Josh Seaman 
and his son, Isaac Seaman, are at the 
point of death at Walnut Lake, Ark., forty- 
five miles south of here, due to gunshot 
wounds, and Isaac Bankston, who began the 
shooting is also badly injured as the result 
of a battle which was fought at that vil- 
lage last, Saturdey. 

The elder Seaman was shot in his right 
eide and through the lung and his son re- 
ceived a bullet through the tight knee. 
Blood poison has already complicated the 
case of the latter and neither is expected 
to live. The cause of the tragedy dates 
back eight months. 

On the night of July 4th Miss Sadie Sea- 
man, the daughter and sister of the dying 
men, who had been: receiving attentions 
from Isaac Bankston, returned late from 
an entertainment which had been given at 
the house of a neighbor. The young woman 
went to her room to retire and soon after 
she entered Bankston came out of a closet 
in which he had been concealed. Miss Sea- 
man screamed and Bankston ran down 
stairs. 

The parents of the girl, attracted by the 
outcry, saw Bankston hurriedly leave the 
house with a pistol in his hand. He made 
his escape and was net heard of until last 
September, when he surrendered to the au- 
thorities and was indicted for attempted 
burglary, assault with intent to kill and 
attempted criminal assault. 

The feud between the families and friends 
of Seaman and Bankston has been kept up 
ever since but there was no blood shed until 
last Saturday. ‘

Before becoming 
unconscious, Watson said Hasterlin knew 
the pistol was loaded and wanted to kill 
himt.

Dr. Morgan Wants To Build a Church 
for the Cuban Refugees. 

Roanoke, Va., March 25.—The 112th ses- 
sion. of Baltimore. conference Methodist 
church south met at 9 o’clock this morning 
in Greene Memorial church with a large 
attendance, Bishop Hargrove presiding. 
The morning was consumed in perfecting 
organization by appointing the various 
boards and committees, Rev, J. E. Arm- 
strong was re-elected secretary. Bishop 
Granberry is among the visitors introduced. 
Dr. Barbee presented the report of the 
publishing house and Dr. David C. Morton 
addressed the conference in the interest 
of church extension. Reports were submit- 
ted from the boards of education, missions 
and Sunday schools. 

Dr. Morton, in presenting the church ex- 
tension work, stated that there are 20,000 
Cubans in Florida, most of them at Key 
West. Many have become prominent citi- 
zens and have thrown off the Spanish 
yoke and allegiance to the Catholic church, 
but have not connected themselves with any 
other. The Home Mission Society is estab- 
lishing schools and proposes to build 
churches among them. Already the church 
at Key West is completed; enother nearly 
so at Ybor City, a suburb of Tampa, and it 
is hoped before the year is out to get 
enough money to build a church at Cuba 
City. Bishop Hargrove followed Dr. Mor- 
ton and took up the work in Oklahoma, 
he having presided over the Indian mission 
conference for two years and made a tour 
of the Indian Territory. He said the course 
of the Methodist cifurch, south, was exceed- 
ingly successful iin the Indian Territory 
missign corircrence, which had nine pres:- 
ing elders, districts, some af which: have 
reached the limit of the iaw. There are 
281. congregations without a house of wor- 
ship in that conf and as al 
fort is now being made by the board of 
church extensions aid in erecting 
churches there. For every $100 donated by 
the board the congregations there offer to 
put up a building worth from $350 to $1,250. 
The bishop then appealed for subscriptions 
from those préSent, stating that for each 
$100 raised a church could be named as the 
givers of the money desired. Soon after 
$200 was raised for two churches, one to 
be named after John 8S. Martin, the other 
for Samuel Register. 

Rev. Mr. Campbell next presented the 
cause of the Bible Societv of Virginia, 
during which he read a communication 
from the secretary and general agent. Bish- 
op Hargrove spoke a few words indorsing 
the work and Dr. Lambeth instanced the 
value of it by stating that the emperor of 
China was now reading the Bible, having 
been interested in o sent the empress, 
the proofsheets of which had been read by 
Mr. Collier, the missionary present at the 
conference.

THE M’KINLEYITES FINALLY HELD THE FORT 


There Wers Only Six Delegates Who 
Upheld the Claims of the 
Maine Man. 


Waycross, Ga., March 2%.—(Special.)— 
Great excitement prevailed today in the 
eleventh district republican convention. 
Two conventions convened at the same 
time in the auditorium of the courthouse. 
One consisted of McKinley delegates and 
the other consisted of Reed delegates and 
was presided over by Anthony Wilson 
Glynn, colored, of Glyna county. 

The Reed convention consisted of six 
delegates, and the remaining delegates, 
thirty in number, composed the McKinley 
convention. The two conventions were 
not originally on the programme for the 
day. The Reed element on learning the 
strength of McKinley in the meeting, con- 
ceived the scheme of holding from the 
McKinieyites and by sheer bluff and bull- 
dozing get control of the meeting. While 
the mteeting was being called to ordcr, the 
McKinleyites having control, the Reed 
men came in the auditorium six men 
strong and assembled in one corner. They 
began in a bold way to elect a chairman 
and secretary, and with a great degree 
of enthusiasm they cheered at the men- 
tion of Reed’s name. 

They apparently paid no attention to 
the fact that another convention had pos- 
session of the balance of the space in 
the auditorium. Their purpose seemed to 
be to ignore the presence of the McKin- 
leyites. 

The two conventions were sqog brought 
face to -face- by a sensational incident. 
Chairman Snelson, of the McKinley con- 
vention, which became the regular official 
meeting, vainly attempted to restore order. 
He rapped furiously on the table and call- 
ed on the delegates for order. His voice 
Was not listened to by the Reed faction. 
So much confusion existed that over twen- 
ty persons rose up at.one timre and tried 
to engage in the discussion over the mat- 
ter gfuwhich, fa¢tiop was jn control. 

‘ then two™hegro Uelegates, Henry 
Jones, of Waycross, a McKinley delegate, 
and J. H. Grant, a Methodist preacher and 
a Reed delegate, got in a row. Grant at- 
tempted to assault Jones in a violent man- 
ner and a serious difficulty was promised. 
The friends of each party became in- 
terested and a general fight among the 
delegates was feared. 

Chairman Snelson called on the high 
sheriff, the chief of police, the county 
judge and the ordinary of the county to 
stop the row. The officers interfered and 
with some difficulty order was obtained 
to some extent. 

Grant was placed under arrest. The 
Reed faction left the courthouse and the 
McKinley faction held the convention. The 
Reed men, or some of them, reappeared in 
the convention later, but they took no ac- 
tive part in the work. Sheriff Miller and 
Chief of Police Cason were engaged by 
the convention to keep order during the 
balance of the day. The regular conven- 
tion after the row had subsided was very 
harmonious as every delegate except six 
were strong McKinleyités,

MKINLEY GETS SOUTH DAKOTA. 


“Sound Money’ Men Said Free Coin- 
age Was Unrepublican. 


Huron, 8. D., March 25.—McKinley swept 
the republican state convention today amid 
great enthusiasm. There was not a dis- 
senting voice. South Dakota's eight dele- 
gates are instructed for the Ohio nran and 
‘for “sound money.” 

The big fight of the convenfion was be- 
tween the free coinage and the “sound 
money” men. Senator Pettigrew made a 
powerful fight to prevent any expression 
on the silver question and made a long 
argument before the resolutions commit- 
tee. The latter unanimously reported and 
the convention unanimously adopted the 
money plank of the national platform of 

The convention also requested all 
aspirants for the position of delegate to 
the national convention to rise and de- 
Clare his attitude toward silver and pledge 

himself not only to vote, but to work for 
“sound money” at St. Louis. Every one 
did this, including Senator Pettigrew, the 
latter stating that he bowed to the will 
of the majority. 
’ Several speakers severely arraigned the 
frea coinage men as unrepublican and dis- 
honest, but not a word was said on the 
other side. The anti-Pettigrew men had 
threatened that in case the free coinage 
men raised a question, to leave Pettigrew 
@t home The other seven delegates held 
a@ meeting and pledged themselves not to 
allow Senator Pettigrew to be chairman of 
the delegation or to be on the credentials 
or platform committees at St. Louis, or 
to vote for national committeeman. 

The convention «stood three to one 
against free coinage and it was proposed 
for a time to leave Pettigrew off the dele- 
gation, but Pettigrew. had threatened in 
a@ speech at Sioux.@dilse*that defeat meant 
a populist vietcof¥’ and in” the interest of 
the party the “sound money”’’ leaders de- 
cided not to push their advantage to the 
limit.

His Early History. 

Dr. Hammond was born in 1850 in Heard 
ccunty, Georgia. He was raised and re- 
ceived his academic course in Newnan. In 
1862 he moved to Atlanta during the war 
and continued his education under the tu- 
torship of old Mr. Mayson, Dr. Houston 
and Dr. A. B. Brumbey, respectively, who 
were conducting private schools here at 
that time. Many Atlanta citizens remem- 
ber these old teachers and how difficult. it 
was to maintain the schools during this 
stormy pariod. 

In 1870 Dr. Hammond was graduated 
from the University of Georgia with the 
A. B. degree. He was tendered a scholar- 
ship in Drew Theological seminary at 
Madison, N. J., where he took a three 
years’ course and was again graduated 
with great honors. He was admitted to 
the Georgia Methodist conference on his 
return and preached at Roswell, Dah- 
lonega, Forsyth and Athens and was for 
two years pastor of the Edgewood Metho- 
dist church, this city. He was greatly be- 
loved during his ministry here and it was 
with regret. that his congregation con- 
sented to give him up. 

He was transferred to the St. Louis con- 
ference in 1888 and was pastor of the first 
Methodist church in St. Louis for two 
years. Seven years ago he was elected 
to the presidency of Central college, a 
Methodist institution in Missouri, which 
responsible position he has efficiently oc- 
cupied ever since. About fifteen years ago 
Dr. Hammond was married to Miss 
Hardy, the daughter of a prominent 
banker of New York. Mrs. Hammond is 
a writer of no mean ability, being a regu- 
lar contributor to The St. Louis Christian 
Advocate, as well as other leading papers 
and magazines. 

At the last session of the St. Louis an- 
nual conference Dr. Hammond was elected 
a delegate to the general conference, 
which meets only once in every four 
years. This is quite a distinguished honor, 
as the ablest man is usually selected for 
this important position. He has also 
often been spoken of for bishop and 
has been complimented with several votes 
for this high office. 

Dr. Hammond is not only a preacher and 
an educator of undoubted ability, but is 
also a writer of much prominence. Articles 
from his pen have appeared in some of 
the leading journals in the county, his 
exhaustive discussion in the last number 
of The Methodist Quarterly Review on 
the “Church College Versus the State Uni- 
versity,”” having attracted particular at- 
tention.

Judge W. R. Hammond, of this city, 
was seen yesterday and he stated that his 
brother would in all probability accept the 
presidency of the college. Dr. Hammond 
was immediately telegraphed after his 
election, but owing to his absence from 
home no reply has as yet been received.

SIX CLUBS 

And Today May Bring the Eighth Iato 
the Association. 


PRESIDENT POWERS IS HERE

He Made a Strong Canvass of Colum- 
* bus, but Did Not Meet with 
Success. 


The Southern Association of Baseball 
Clubs will open its season on or about 
April 16th. 

It may be that tne association will have 
a membership of eight clubs, and it may 
be that six clubs only will be in the cir- 
cuit. 

President Powers, of the association, 
reached Atlanta last night, and, though 
the Columbus meeting did not pan out @ 
club to complete the circuit, Mr. Powers 
is quite sanguine of an eight-club associa- 
tion and in no way doubtful of a six-club 
association. With a number of the direct- 
ors of the Atlanta Baseball Association 
Mr. Powers discussed the situation last 
night and submitted a great deal of in- 
formation. 

“IT am inclined to think,” said President 
Powers, “that Columbus would be a good 
ball town and a leading member of the 
Southern Association; but some one has 
been throwing cold water on that town. 
It was intended to keep Columbus out of 
the association. 

“Still I found the people there enthusi- 
astic supporters of the game. They talked 
interestingly of the days when Columbus 
was in the Southern League and was away 
up, bunching with clubg reaching out for 
the flag. But when they were asked to 
come in this year they suggested the ‘long 
jumps,’ as they called them, as one of the 
obstacles, and ag the biggest one. It 
didn’t take me long to show them that 
they were cadically wrong in their concep- 
tion of that expense, as Columbus could 
have traveled every mile of the season 
with an expense of about $1,200. That was 
based upon the idea that they would carry 
twelve men and move a little less than 
5,000 miles. 

“But when shown that the jumps would 
be moderately short all the way through, 
the sky changed, and I thought everything 
in fine shape. 

“But when we began to canvass the town 
yesterday it didn’t take long to demon- 
strate the fact that the requisite amount 
of money could uot be raised. The gentle- 
men with plethoric purses who were named 
as lovers of the game when approached 
would not cough up a dollar, They all 
said they wanted to see the game, and 
would patronize it liberally if a club was 
planted in Columbus, but none of them 
wanted to open the well-filled purse and 
chip in. The canvass—two hours long it 
was—gave us $135. We had before that 
about $500. Putting those two sums to- 
gether and adding to them the most san- 
guine expectations we could entertain 
would have given us $1,000 as the very larg- 
est figure for the people of that city to 
put up. So we quit.” 

While in Columbug President Powers re- 
ceived. a telegram from Shreveport, La., 
asking for a franchise. The Wire was 
signed by Lloyd Bowers, who is one of 
the wealthiest and most progressive young 
men of that town—a young man who loves 
the game and at his own expense carried 
a team through the Texas League one 
season. He has been a devotee of the 
game for years, and will not close up his 
purse when a dollar is wanted. 

About the sams time President Powers 
received a telegram from the president of 
the.Atlanta club asking him to’ come to 
Atlanta. At the minute the telegram was 
handed to Prcsident Powers he was at the 
depot awaiting a train for home, but at 
once changed his ticket and came to At- 
lanta. Scon after President Powers reach- 
ed the city ne held a conference with the 
Atlanta club directors. it was then he 
recounted what he has said about Colum- 
ous. 

“Now, there is one of two things only 
to do,”” said Mr. Powers. “One is to drop 
one of the seven towns and make a six- 
club association. The other is to secure 
Shreveport and carry the eight clubs. I 
favor the eight clubs, and I believe Shreve- 
port will come running when the chance 
is offered her in an official way. I happen 
to krow Bowers personally, and I know 
he loves the game enough to have lost 
nearly $2,000 one year without even frown- 
ing. He practically keeps a semi-profes- 
sional—anyhow a good amateur—team all 
the time, and if he secures the franchise he 

seeking I'll promise you Shreveport 

drop out before the season ends. 
You see, though, in his telegram, while he 
asks for the franchise, he wants to know 
upon what conditions he can secure it.”’ 

“Have you informed him?” asked Mr. 
Dodge, one of the Atlanta directors. 

“Not yet. I thought I'd wait and confer 
with you people.”’ 

“Then fire him a telegram,’ said Mr. 

Dickinson, “telling him how he can get in.” 

A messaze was sent giving Mr. Bowers 
the conditions under which a franchise 
could be obtained. 

““What’s the matter with Presilent Pow- 
ers going to Nashville and seeing if that 
new crowd would not take a franchise?” 
was asked by Mr. Messick. 

That question was discussed fully. The 
discussion brought out the fact that Nash- 
ville was claiming that she had been 
thrown out of the association bodily at 
the Birmingham meeting. 

“‘That’s news to me,” said President Pow- 
ers, “and it is all untrue. In Birmingham 
we made every effort to keep Nashville 
in. We showed clearly that cvery mem- 
ber of the assoc‘ation, including Mobile 
which had caused the adjourned meeting, 
was ready to comply with every demand 
Nashville had made. We asked therm more 
than once to come along and after they 
had gone out, letters are on file where we 
asked them to come back. We did all this 
at our own expense, paying for the answers 
as well as for the m es we sent. I 
would be mighty glad, indeed, to get a 
club in Nashville. In fact, it would make 
me happy now, and it would please every 
member of the association.” 

The directors of the Atlanta club will 
meet in Secretary Mast’s office this after- 
noon at 4 o’clock. By that time President 
Powers will have heard from Shreveport. 
If that town comes in it will be eight 
clubs. If it don’t come in six clubs will

Macon, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)—Macon 
is making great preparations for the an- 
nual convention of the State Sunday School 
Association, which meets in this city on 
April 2ist, 224 and 23d.

They were 
convicted and sentenced a few days ago at 
the Dodge superior court and were brought 
to Macon last night and put in the Bibb 
county jail for safe keeping until the mo- 
tion for a new trial in their case is heard 
at the next term of the court, which con- 
venes in September. Another alleged mur- 
derer who has been. brought from Dodge 
county and put in the Bibb county jail for 
safe keeping until his trial next September 
is Abe Thomas. Two others awaiting trial 
for murder are Dave Cummings and Arthur 
Halloman, of Wilkinson. They are also 
in the Bibb county jail for safe keeping. 

Gus Blount, Charley Spikes and Will 
Singleton, of Bibb county, are in jail and 
may be tried at the next term of court for 
murder.

A Confession of Weakness. 

It is hard to believe that a newspaper 
would deliberately deceive the public; 
hence we credit the mistake made in the 
following paragraph, taken from yester- 
day afternoon's issue of Secretary 
Smith’s “official organ,” to ignorance 
rather than to intentional fraud: 


The democrats of Carroll and Milton 
counties have determined not to nominate 
their candidates for the legislature and 
county offices and not to vote their choice 
for senator at the June primary. 

They have come to the sensible conclu- 
sion that these matters can be attended to 
better later on and that it is not advisable 
to mix them up ina primary for the elec- 
tion of delegates to the state convention. 


On the presumption that the misstate- 
ment above made, as to the action of 
Carroll and Milton counties, is the result 
of ignorance, The Constitution is enabled 
to throw light on the subject and will 
leave no excuse for a repetition of the 
mistaken attitude in which the demo- 
crats of both of these counties are 
placed. 

First, as to Carroll county: The dem- 
ocratic executive committee of Carroll 
county made a call on the 14th instant 
for a democratic mass meeting to be held 
in Carrollton on the 7th of April for the 
purpose of electing a new committee, 
and at the same time choosing delegates 
to the state convention. On being in- 
formed afterwards that the resolutions 
of the state committee, by instruction 
of the last democratic state convention, 
required that all delegates to this year’s 
state convention should be elected by 
regular ballot on the same day, and that 
June 6th had been fixed as the date of 
such action by the state committee, the 
chairman of the Carroll county executive 
committee modified the call accordingly, 
and, as the matter now stands, the dem- 
ocrats of Carroll county will meet on the 
7th of April to select a new committee, 
and to take such other action as may be 
necessary. No other action whatsoever 
has been taken by the present democratic 
executive committee of Carrdll county. 

Second, as to Milton county: A mass 
meeting of the democrats of Milton coun- 
ty was called to assemble at Alpharetta 
on the llth of April for the purpose of 
nominating a representative, expressing 
the preference of the county for state 
senator and selecting delegates to the 
state convention. This call was issued 
before the official announcemenut of the 
action of the state executive committee 
had been sent out by the chairman and 
the secretary of the state committee. 
Like in Carroll, the call in Milton will, 
of course, be modified, as delegates to 
the state convention cannot be elected 
in mass meeting or on any other day 
than the 6th of June, this being a point 
on which nobody contends, as the action 
of the state committee, in this detail of 
its work, was the result of the umani- 
mous instruction of the last state con- 
vention. 

Of course it is not expected that a pri- 
mary for United States senator will be 
ordered in every county in Georgia. It 
is a fact well known that the executive 


-committee in some of the counties of the 


state will not give the people of their 
respective counties an opportunity to 
yote on the senatorship. In every in- 


stance the reason is well known. As to 
Milton and Carroll counties, neither of 
which have finally acted, we are con- 
fident that the executive committee of 
each county will give to the people the 
same privilege which the executive com- 
mittees of not less than a hundred of the 
187 counties of the state will award— 
that of expressing their preference for 
United States senator at the ballot box. 

Instead, however, of exulting at the re- 
fusal of any county committee to let 
the people say who they want to repre- 
sent them in the senate, it is a matter 
about which those whoroppose such 
course should keep as quiet as possible, 
for their very exultation is a confession 
of humiliation and weakness.

If only the 
southern democrats were in favor of the 
restoration of silver the case would in- 
deed be a hopeless one, but the south- 
ern free coinage delegates in the na- 
tional convention will have the support 
of the delegates from nine-tenths of the 
western states, from more than one of 
the northwestern states and from some 
of the middle states. 

In other words, the free coinage dem- 
ocrats of the country will have a ma- 
jority of the delegates in the national 
convention. They will be able to dic- 
ate every line of the national platform 
and will be enabled to prevent the nom- 
ination of any candidate who is ob- 
noxious to their views. The free coin- 
age men who have studied the situation 
and made a careful canvass are abso- 
lutely certain that this will be the re- 
sult. Indeed, the fact is so patent that 
the conservative republican corres- 
pondents at Washington are beginning 
to admit it. 

We print in another column part of a 
letter from the Washington correspond- 
ent of The Boston Transcript, which is 
a republican newspaper, and, of course, 
in favor of “sound” money—money “bas- 
ed on the present gold standard.” The 
extract which we print is extremely in- 
teresting and we commend it to the 
attention of those who may have been 
impressed by the wild and ridiculous 
assumptions of the cuckoo and gold 
standard organs.

A Worthy Enterprise. 

The progressive enterprise displayed

Having already formed a stock com- 
pany and having taken the initial steps, 
no delay will be made in the construc- 
tion of the road and the enterprise will 
be completed as soon as labor, brains aud 
energy can serve to wring about that 
consummation. 

At a meeting of the citizens of Quit- 
man, held last Monday morning, a8 an- 
nounced in our news columns yesterday, 
this determination was distinctly set 
forth and every man present *urried 
away from the meeting a iive coal of 
enthusiasm. 

Such persistent enterprise as this ap- 
peals to the emulation of other towus in 
Georgia and if this progressive spirit 
could be diffused it would speedily 
bring about a more prosperous condi- 
tion of affairs in Georgia. 

Quitman, at present, has direct commu- 
nication with the east and west but no 
direct communication with the upper 
portions of the state. The same re- 
mark applies to Thomasville. Both 
towns are inaccessible, except at a great 
sacrifice of time, to the people who re- 
side in middle and north Georgia. For 
this reason both Thomasville and Quit- 
man are more inaccessible than towns 
in different states, which have direct 
communication, and distances much 
greater can be traveled in a much shorter 
time because of the conveniences of 
travel in other directions. 

If Thomasville and Quitman would 
combine their interests and undertake to 
build a road, giving more direct com- 
mubication with Macon and Atlanta, 
the result would not only be to the mn- 
tual advantage of those respective towns 
but would furnish a commercial high- 
way for the improvement of all that 
section of the state. 
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Why Not One Republic? 

Unless the rebellious spirit which has 
been at work for the last twenty-five 
years in the Central American republics 
is speedily checked by some prompt and 
powerful intervention the result will be 
disastrous not only to the perpetuity of 
those republics but to the cause of free 
government in other parts of the globe. 

This prediction is based upon the logic 
of recent events, as well as upon the 
record of the last quarter of a century. 

Signs of discontent have been  ob- 
served in every gust of wind that has 
come from that corner of the map. Re- 
cent developments, however, have as- 
sumed a still more revolutionary char- 
acter and the latest advices from that 
disturbed section seem to indicate that 
all five of the Central American re- 
publics may become involved in the 
general uprising whose fountain springs 
are located among the mountains of 
Honduras. 

The cause of this unhappy state of 
things may be readily explained. These 
five republics, Costa Rica, Honduras, 
Guatemala, Nicaragua and San Salva- 
dor, are each too small to contend suc- 
cessfully against the older and more 
extensive powers of the earth and the 
martial spirit, therefore, which might 
otherwise be displayed in keeping for- 
eign powers at a distance is explained in 
domestic difficulties and family quarrels 
among themselves, 

Strung on the chain of the Andes 
mountains these five republics of Cen- 
tral America cover a rich and fertile do- 
main of earth, prolific in all the re- 
sources that are needed to build up and 
sustain a magnificent empire. Among 
the mineral and vegetable resources 
which are common to these states, are 
gold, silver, copper, iron, zinc, antimony, 
limestone, marble, coal, cotton, sugar, to- 
bacco, coffee, bananas, indigo, wheat 
and potatoes. These are not meagerly 
produced but abound in large quanti- 
ties. 

The resources of this rich domain are 
not available, however, in the measure 
of that surpassing opulence which na- 
ture has given to the soil, for the simple 
reason that five weak and jealous little 
republics contend for its mastery. The 
largest of these republics in area is Nic- 
aragua, containing 48,000 square miles 
and supporting a population of 350,000. 
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of these Central American states. Hon- 
duras contains 47,000 square miles and 
has a population of 400,000. Costa Rica, 
the little republic which made such a 
splendid showing at the exposition, con- 
tains 26,000 square miles and 203,000 in- 
habitants, The last of the group, San 
Salvador, is the smallest, having a re- 
Stricted area of 7,230 square miles and a 
population of 664,500. The climate of 
Central America is mild and ‘salubrious, 
being tempered on the east by the 
breezes of the guif and on the west by 
the gentle zephyrs of the Pacific ocean.

Occupying the same continuous 
stretch of territory, every interest is 
shared in common and every aspiration 
is mutual. As it is now each of these 
Central American states, instead of co- 
operating with the others, stands aloof 
or participates in the general scramble 
in thé hope of obtaining a share in the 
spoils. This means ultimate annihila- 
tion, unless the tendency is checked and 
this suicidal estrangement ceases.: Pros- 
perity awaits Central America, but only 
in the bonds of perpetual union.

Washington, March 21.—(Regular Letter.) 
There is a man in Washingto1 Whose 
gifts in prophecy I have come to regard 
highly. He holds an administration posi- 
tion which brings him closely in contact 
with things political, and having been in 
public life for a generation, is not easily 
sweyed by passing breezes. Some months 
ago, before a delegate to Sf Louis had been 
chosen, I asked him how the field looked. 
It was the time when people generally sup- 
posed the contest would be long drawn out, 
and that each of a half-dozen candidates 
would go into the convention strong, and 
that two or three leaders, at least, would 
be pretty close together. He replied: “Now 
I want to tell how it looks to me. I ama 
democrat and have no interest in the re- 
publican nomination, but, aside from the 
favorite son votes, McKinley is going to 
carry the great body of republicans.” And 
then he went on to give the reasons for 
it, and certainly, so far, his prophecy is 
looking well. Still earlier he made anoth- 
er prophecy, decidedly contrary to public 
expectations, namely, that the republicans 
would organize the senate so far as the 
committee chairmanships were concerned, 
but that there would be for the present lit- 
tle or no change in the minor offices, and 
that the democrats would retain at least 
a part of the petty patronage. People then 
said the republicans would think it bad 
politics to organize the senate and assume 
thereby the responsibility for leadership; 
but after looking the matter up a little, I 
followed my experienced friend in predict- 
ing a republican organization. Nor was the 
prophecy long delayed in fulfillment. 

Today, my seer of things to come says 
something else which few people believe, 
and more dislike to believe, namely, that 
the free silver people will have a majority 
of from twenty-five to seventy-five in the 
Chicago convention, and will accoriingly 
organize that body and name the candi- 
datcs. This is important as well as sur- 
prising, if true, The idea, however, is ab- 
solutely ridiculed by the sound money dem- 
ocrats; they assert that their party will go 
even further than the republicans in sup- 
porting the gold standard, and that from 
a strategic point of view, their only chance 
to outgeneral their adversaries is by taking 
the gold standard ground from behind them 
in case the republicans should decide to ac- 
cept the unsafe middle ground foreshadow- 
ed by the McNapoleonic platform. The sil- 
ver people, on the other hand, are equally 
pronounced in asserting that they will con- 
trol the Chicagy convention. Senator Cock- 
rell claims that from a careful canvass this 
result is certain beyond the possibility of a 
doubt. Still others say that whichever 
way the majority of the convention may at 
heart believe concerning the abstract f'o- 
position, expediency alone will whip them 
into line for a sound money platform. This 
Was practically the case in 1892, and they 
believe it will be repeated in 1596. 

The situation, however, will bear wuatch- 
ing. Democrats are generally disheartened 
this year and are not inclined to put up 
with so much for party harmony and to 
carry the ticket through when they see no 
chance that it will go through. What's 
the use to equivocate, they may say, when 
even equivocation will not give us a victo- 
ry? Moreover, both sides assert thet they 
are weary of the facing both ways, and 
that the question will be more squarely 
drawn this time than ever before. What 
will be the result at Chicago of a party 
which, through discouragement, is heed- 
less Of expediency, and from unfortunate 
equivocation is weary of double dealing? 
The delegates will be pretty likely to vote 
about as they feel, and let everything else 
go by. The committee on resolutions is 
made up of one man from each state, and 
that these forty-five men will bring in a 
majority report for free silver seems cer- 
tain, with, of course, a minority report for 
sound money. Where it fs a question ef

pepulation, the democratic convention, like 
the United States senate, got up on the 
seme plan, will give a majority for free 
coinage. Should the territorfes be given 
representation on the commiitee on resolu- 
ticns, the silver preponderance will be still 
mre marked.

Telephoned to the Sheriff. 

When tne governor signed the stay or- 
der it was handed to Private Secretary 
Frank Calloway, who looked at the signa- 
ture of the governor and then handed the 
Paper to a representative of The Con- 
stitution. Mr. Calloway then telephoned 
Sherif! Barnes's office that Carr had been 
respited and that the official order would 
be sent over immediately. Deputy Sheriff 
Hill answered the telephone, and in the 
absence of the sheriff, took the message. 
The news was telephoned to Mr. Pubanks, 
the jailer, who toid Carr and his mother 
and sister immediately. 

A New Witness. 

Yesterday morning ‘vhomas Turner, the 
fourteen-year-old son of a 
painter and decorator, who resides on Ma- 
rietta street, went before Governor Atkin- 
son and made a statement about the shoot- 
ing of Captain King by Carr. He was with- 
in a few feet of the two men on the fatal 
day and overheard the conversation imme- 
diately preceding the meeting. He was not 
much older than twelve years at that time 
and when he went home and told his 


_ parents what he had seen and heard they 


told him to say nothing about it. They 
did not want him to figure as a witness in 
the courts on account of his age, and the 
boy kept his knowledge to himself. The fact 
that he heard the words of the two men 
did not come to the ears of Carrt’s attor- 
neys untfl after the last trial, losing to 
them the benefit of the evidence. 
Thomas Turner’s Story. 


When the application for a commutation 


| of the sentence was made in February an 
affidavit signed by the boy recounting the 


manner of the two men when the shoot- 
ing occurred was presented to the *%rovern- 
or. At the request of the father of the 
condemned man Turner went before the ex- 
ecutive yesterday morning and repeated his 
story of the killing. The young man talked 
ubout the case in a manner which formed a 
favorable impression on the governor, and 
he stated afterwards that the evidence was 
important to the case. Turner said that 
when Carr approached King on Broad 
street that day he was near the men. Carr 
saw King coming out of the office of the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company and started 
toward him, The two men met on the 
sidewalk. 
The Importance of the Evidence. 

Carr took hold of King’s arm and said 
that he wanted to talk to him. King shoved 
Carr away with a rude hand. King then 
cursed Carr in a dreadful manner, calling 
him a vile name. When King cursed and 
abused Carr Turner says that Carr then 
pulled his pistol and fired at King. The 
language used by King at the time of the 
shooting has never been brought out, and 
the statement of Turner that it was bad— 
sufficiently so to provoke resentment— 
weighs in favor of the murderer. If his 
mind was heated and excited by the insults 
of King he might have shot him in the 
heat of passion and not deliberately. It 
is claimed that if the evidence on the point 
had been given the jury which tried Carr 
a recommendation of mercy would have 
been made, commuting his sentence to life 
imprisonment. 

After hearing the story of young Turner 
and several others who talked to the gov- 
ernor during the day, the executive made 
up his mind to respite Carr for thirty days. 
Dr. Gibson, Dr. Carmichael, Dr. Atkinson, 
Dr. Kendall and others called on the gov- 
ernor during the day. The father and 
brother of the condemned man were there. 
Cononel Arnold called and introduced the 
new witness, Turner. He also adied some- 
thing to his plea for Carr made the day 
before. 


Mr. Jones at the Mansion. 

Yesterday Rev. Sam Jones dined with 
Governor Atkinson at the mansior and he 
told the governor of the impressions he 
formed of Carr by his visit Tuesday after- 
noon. The conversation was informal and 
was not in the nature of a plea for the 
condemned man. Mr. Jones was invited to 
dine with the governor several days ago 
and yesterday was named as the day for 
the visit. While at the mansion the Carr 
case was brought up and the minister told 
the governor that he thought Carr of un- 
sound mind. His view of the murderer was 
given in The Constitution yesterday. He 
says that Carr’s mind appears to wander 
and that he is flighty in the extreme. He 
thinks that Carr is not fesponsible and 
that his mind is not that of a sane man by 
any means. 

His Form of Insanity Changed. 

The attertion of the governor to the right 
of Carr to have another lunacy trial under 
the law was considered and the fact weigh- 
ed in favor of prolonging the condemned 
man’s life. Any number of trials for sanity 
are permissible under the law, it is claimed 
by attorneys, the only question being the 
inclination of the courts to hear the issue 
after it is once before them. Unless there 
is some pronounced change in the form of 
alleged insanity the epplication for more 
than one lunacy trial might be denied by 
the authorities and the denial would be 
confirmed by the higher courts. In the 
present case of Carr his mind has certainly 
undergone a remarkable change and it is 
now claimed that a new insanity trial be- 
fore the ordinary could not be denied. The 
point was made to the governor by Colonel 
Arnold. 

The Respite Order. . 

The official order issued by Governor At- 
kinson reads as follows: 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lanta, March 25, 1896.—To the Sheriff of Ful- 
ton County: Whereas, Alex Carr was con- 
victed at the fall term, 18%, of the Fulton 
of the crime of murder, 
and sentenced therefor to be executed on 
the 27th day of March, 1896, and,

for a commutation of the sentence to life 
imprisonment, and in order to give time for 
a more thorough tnvestigation of the case, 

“You are hereby directed to postpone the

He would say that Carr was mean, and 
that he felt like knocking him in the head; 
he seemed to have a spite at the man. 
Now, I never saw Carr but once in my life, 
and that was when I carried Captain King’s 
dinner to him one day. It was a nice veg- 
etable dinner with a large ripe watermelon. 
I noticed that Captain King invited Carr 
to help him eat the melon. Carr came 
forward with a smile and I was intro- 
duced to him by Captain King. Carr was 
very pleasant.in manner and I thought 
very Strange of the way Cwptain King 
would talk about the man when he would 
come home at night. I remember that very 
night King said Carr was either crazy or 
the biggest fool he ever saw. , 

I write this because I am very much 
impressed to do so and because I have al- 
Ways felt sure that Captain King was 
very bitter towards Oarr, and that he 
thought him crazy. I have no interest in 
Carr further than to do or say all in my 
power to help the poor unfortunate man. I 
believe truly that Captain King either be- 
lieved the man crazy or had become very 
much disgusted with him, which caused 
hiro to curse and abuse him to me at 
night.

He Still Thinks Carr Insane and Tells 


Why He So Believes. 

Milledgeville, Ga., Merch 25.—(Special.)— 
Dr. T.. O. Pcwell hclds firmly to the opinion 
expressed by him and other experts in a re- 
fort made to Governor Atkinson a few 
weeks ago that Alax Carr was then an in- 
Sane msn, He is not shaken in his convic- 
tions by the sersational developments made 
public on yesterday, but on the contrary 
the sudden turn of tle case rather strength- 
er.s the doctor’s opinion. 

As soon as The Constitution eontaining 
the confession of Carr, that he had been 
feigning insanity, had been read your cor- 
respondent called up Dr. Powell over the 
te;cphone and asked foc an interview. The 
docior readily consented to give his views 
for publication and expressed himself as 
follows: 


What Dr. Powell Says. 

“Yes, I read carefully all of the evidence 
in Alex Carr’s case. While I cannot say 
that the evidence .s true at all, if it is 
there can be no doubt in my judgment es 
to his insanity. He was evidently insane 
for some time before the killiag occurred, 
according to the evidence, hence there could 
not have been any motive for his feigning 
at that time. He entertained delusions, hal- 
lucinations and illusions and incoherence of 
speech, and important mental symptoms 
that geieraily accompany insanity. 


Suspicious of His Friends. 

“All of these manifestations were com- 
Tired in his case. The evidence shuwed 
that he was a subject of periodical insani- 
ty, and at times would bar up his room with 
the idea thet there were parties attempting 
to take his life. The evidence further 
shows that there was nothing to justify 
such an opinion save the action of a dis- 
eased brain. Occasionally he would get into 
a melancholy condition and would not speak 
to any one for several days at a time. He 
was suspicious of his friends. If he saw 
two or three standing together he imagin- 
ed they were seeking to do him an injury. 

‘This was the evidence of those whw 
knew him and were thrown with him. They 
had ample opportunity of observing him 
day and night without his knowledge. From 
such evidence only can we come to correct 
conclusions and there was an abundance of 
such evidence brought out in the different 
trials of Carr. We also examined Carr 
carefully on several different occasions and 
endeavored in every way possible to get 
ali the facts touching his sanity or insan- 


ity. 
“A Hereditary Taint.” 

**‘He did not indicate at any time any evi- 
dence whatever of feigning. I have no 
deubt but that he heard and understood 
everything that was sa’d and done in his 
presenc.. There had not been any evidence 
whatever thai he kad driffed from one form 
of insanity to that of another, everdoing 
the thing, which is usuaiiy tlie case in 
feigning. The low order of intellect shown 
by the evidence would not justify us in my 
opinion that he could have simulated in- 
sanity so persistently for twelve or eighteen 
months. The evidence’ alsc shows that 
‘tere is strong hereditary predisposition ex- 
isting in the family. While this is true, and 
it is very important that it should be con- 
sidered, it does not necessarily follow that 
he himself should be insane. This irsane 
temperament would be much more suscepti- 
ble to insanity from slight exciting causes 
than one entirely free from an insane tem- 
perament. 

“T have never seen stronger evidence of 
inecnity than that given in Carr’s case. 
Therefore I am firmly of the opinion that 
he was then and is now insane.”’ 

Dr. Powell Interested. 

Dr. Powell real the accounts of Carr’s 
sudien eonfession with Keen interest, and 
when he had finished was rcady to give an 
expression of his judgment. He will await 
other developments in this wonderful case 
with the firm conviction that his own and 
the judgment of the learned insanity ex- 
perts associated with him on the commis- 
sion will have cumplete vindication.

Prominent Citizens Join in the Expe- 
rience Meeting . 


SERMON TO WOMEN IN THE AFTERNOON 


Sam Jones Will Have a} Busy Day of It 
Today—Will Preach to the Police 
This Morning. 


Rev. Sam Jones's appointments today: 

9:15—Police neadquaerters., 

10:30—First Methodist church. 

3 p. m—Tabernacie. 

8 p. m.—Services held specially for veter-

Young women, old women, matrons and 
girls to the number of eight thousand 
swarmed into the tabernacle yvezterday af- 
ternoon to hear Rev. Sam Jones in his. spe- 
cial sermon for the women of Atlanta. 

It was a striking service. The preacher 
talked of organized effort among women 
and pointed out the great good women 
could do for Christianity and humanity by 
banding themselves together. 

He made a special appeal for the Salva- 
tion Army and urged the women to join 
the Salvation Army auxiliary which is be- 
ing formed in Atlanta. He said he liked 
the “red-shirted fellows’’ who were laboring 
earnestly and aggressively for the cause of 
Christ. The appeal was effective, as fifty 
new names were added to the list of mem- 
bers of the auxiliary, 

Mr. Jones began his sermon by saying: 

*“‘Not a service we have held is more far- 
reaching and all encompassing than the 
one which brings us together this after- 
noon as wives, mothers and daughters. 

“I believe in organization, It is useless to 
talk about perpetuating work without or- 
ganization. No political party has power 
without it. The church is an organization 
for good in the world. I want to talk along 
lines in which women have organized them- 
selves for Christian work. 

“First, I wish to speak of their interna- 
tional organizations, the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union is the first of which 
I will speak. None but God can tell what 
that organization has done for America. 
This is a drunkard-making country. More 
lives are ruined and more souls are wreck- 
ed in America than in any country in the 
world. Atlanta has got five saloons to each 
woman engaged in. Christian temperance 
work. There are ten salosns in Georgia to 
one woman engaged in this specific temper- 
ance work. If the saloon is set against 


anything, it is set against woman’s peace, . 


prosperity and happiness. Every saloor 
sign is an insult to every good woman. 
What should be thought of a woman who 
has not courage enough to put her efforts 
in the work to rid the country of the thing 
that blights every woman? Yet it is not 
thought to be the right thing for a woman 
to set herself bravely against this blighting 
curse. Yet it is right to belong to the Cap- 
ital City Club, where whisky flows like wa- 
ter over a mill dam. 

“Make it fashionable and all of them 
will join. Make it fashionable to read ten 
chapters in the Bible a day and the old 
Peachtree sisters will fly off the roost be- 
fore daylight and go to reading—they had 
just about as soon be dead as to be out of 
the fashion. A lady said to me the other 
day: I want you to get the ladies of tne 
town together and address them.’ I said 
I saw some the other day I wanted to 
dress. (Great Laughter.) You brethren keep 
quiet,”’ continued Mr. Jones; “you've got no 
business here, anyhow. 

“Atlanta with her two hundred and fifty 
saloons ought to have 5,000 women at work 
for temperance instead of fifteen or twen- 
ty—women that you could call with a blast 
of the trumpet and would come bravely 
into the fight. In Monroe, La., when we 
got there liquor had the town. We preached 
to the people seven days, organized five or 
six hundred women for Christian temper- 
ance work. Six months after we left I re- 
ceived a letter saying that the saloons had 
been voted out of the city by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. Come together, my sisters, 
and see to it that liquor shall go out of this 
city. - The council of Atlanta can be affect- 
ed by the influence and the prayers of 
Christian women. Never hold up; be like 
the good sister who said, ‘Lord, if I ever 
get to heaven, you'll never hear the last 
a 0" 

Here Mr. Jones read an announcement 
Saying that the Atlanta Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union would meet in the 
Marietta.street church tomorrow afternoon. 


Appeal for the Salvation Army. 

“T want to talk to you next about the lo- 
cal auxiliary of the Salvation Army. There 
are two things I have never spoken against. 
I have never uttered a word against wo- 
man’s working in any line of Christian 
effort, whether preaching, praying or 
speaking in public; the other is the Salva- 
tion Arm?. 

“IT believe in these red-shirted fellows. 
No institution in America has more genu- 
ine religion, and if our Christian churches 
had their aggression we would take this 
town for God in three weeks. People run 
together—there is the Peachtree circle, the 
Capitol avenue circle, Washington street 
circle, and so people will run in their little 
circles. You’ll find in the church the same 
little circles. Certain sets visit one anoth- 
er who have the same amount of money 
and blue blood, and so you are estimated 
according to the house you live in, or the 
street you live on, or the style you go in. 
But good, old-fashioned religion will make 
the poor and the rich and the midde class 
all love each other. 

“If my wife didn’t belong to the auxilia- 
ry of the Salvation Army I would take her 
off and say, ‘Wife,  haven’t you backslid? 
Haven’t you grown cold?’ This is a live 
city and the livest thing in it is the Salva- 
tion Army. 

“Now, when your name goes down on 
this paper, you are taking care of men 
who are devoting their lives to rescuing 
the fallen. I have been the friend of these 
people everywhere and I have raised money 
to help them in many places where I have 
been. 

“Tl wish to speak next of the ‘Door of 
Hope.’ One of the cvuuncil told me that 
there were from three to six hundred 
houses in this city consecrated to debauch- 


ery. 
For Fallen Women. 

“There are no less than fifteen hundred 
women that are ruined in this city. Every 
ruined woman is not only a wreck herself, 
but is a menace to every home in this city, 
and no true Christian woman can hold her 
peace when work like that is going on.) A 
lost woman is the hardest of all beings to 
bring back to purity and virtue, and when 
she is brought back, it is a difff€ult job to 
keep her true. But there is no more 


engaged in this. 
work in Atlanta, and added that there 
ought to be a thousand women consecrated 
to this same work. 
Behalf of Working Girls. 

“T wish to speak next bf one of the grand- 
est institutions I ever saw, a home for work- 
ing girls. Wages have been reduced sc 
low that a girl can scarcely earn a living. 
You need in this city a girls’ boarding 
house, where they will be protected in their 
character, have nice rooms and good assw- 
ciations; where a girl getting $20 would pay 
$8 for board, ard a girl getting $8 would 
have to pay $. I know men in Atlanta who 
might give the highest expression of love to 
God they could show to the world if they 
would build such a house. They could not 
spend their money better. Mother, think 
of yourself, should adverse circumstances 
come and your husband die. Your UHttle 
Mary would be pushed out on the 
world, out Mto scme boarding house expos- 
ed to temptation and sin. Oh, Mary, Mary, 
Mary. Ten thousand Marys in America 
have descended to Mary Magdalena. 

A Methodist by Heredity. 

“You Baptist, Presbyterian and Method- 
ist women should stand by your church 
work. I belong to this latter crowd. I am 
not to blame. I was born one—got it by 
hereditary, as the old brother said, My 
mcther, father, grandfather, clean back 
to Adam were Methodists. Adam was a 
Methodist. Didn't he fall?’ 

Mr. Stuart arose at the comclusion of 
Rev. Sam Jones's talk and gave a five min- 
utes’ talk. 


At the First Methodist. 


The morning crowd at the First Metho- 
dist church packed the building, aisles, 
galleries and all. The meeting was one of 
the most impressive yet held. It took the 
turn of an experience meeting, and many 
of the prominent citizens of the city arose 
and spoke with great feeling. 

Rev. Walker Lewis, D.D., led in a fer- 
vent prayer. Mr. Jones then began the 
service. He said: 

“A gentleman once told me that he was 
led to a life of usefulness by his listening 
to a man relating his experience on a train. 
He said: ‘I was riding on a train when 
two men came in and began to curse and 
talk, and talk and curse. I thought if 
they could curse for the devil I couid sing 
for God. I began to sing. They said, 
“Stop that singing.” I said, “Stop that 
cursing.” Finally the conductor came in 
and put them off.’ The devil's crowd is 
not ashamed; why should we be? 

“Y want every child of God that is not 
scaréd to say a word for the Master today. 
If any are scared, let them get under the 
benches. Come to the front. ‘Ye are my 


witnesses.’ ”’ 
Here a gentleman arose and said: “The 


Lord has blessed me. I know He loves 
me,”’ 

“That's the kind of experience,” said Mr. 
Jones. “I don’t like the hopé-so religion; 
the ‘hope-I-have-got-a-hope’ sort. 5ome of 
the happiest experiences I have ever had 
were under pressure. Get up and tell 
what the Lord has done for you.” 

A lady arose ahd said: “I am happy to 
say that my husband is saved. I have the 
kind of religion that makes me happy.”’ 

Another lady spoke out and said: ‘‘My 
prayer to God is that this city shall be 


brought to Christ.” 

A brother suddenly spoke out: “Thank 
God, I am saved!’’ 

Conductor Waite, of the Georgia Pacific, 
arose in the gallery at this point and said: 
“I know I have been converted, and I have 
the witness of the spirit of God. I have 
gone out and made friends with those I 
thought I’d never speak to again.” 

‘“T have been praying for four years,” 
said Rev. Mr. Stanton, “for the Lord to 
bless this town, and He has heard my 
prayers.”’

New York, March 25.—The..probable in- 
crease in the amount of cotton coming into 
sight this week as compared with 1893

The Crop Outlook. 


S. Thornton K. Prime in The-New York 

Stockholi-r, 

The whole country from the far north- 
west to the Ohio river since I last wrote you 
on the llth instant has again been piunged 
into the deptas of winter. 

Not so much by the severity of the 
weather, but on account of a widespread 
snowstorm, varying all the way from four 
to six inches in depth. These conditions 
came at a time when a very large portion 
of, the country was just~ preparing to go 
to work and commence the seeding of 
spring grain. Now everything for the time 
being is completely upset and we are watcna- 
ing and waiting for the snow to go off 
the ground, to dry up, so that we can 
commeace the first great spring work of 
the season, namely the putting in of the oat 
crop. 

Very few except those who have a prac- 
tical knowledge have the slightest idea of 
the immense benefit from a financial stand- 
point that the oat crop has been to the 
country during the last five or six years. 

Until the past season oats have been a 
very remunerative crop. One also which 
could be put into the ground, harvested 
and marketed with very little trouble and 
brought money to the.farmer just at the 
time he needed it most. 

The wonderful changes which have taken 
place in locomotion and the substitution of 
other motive powers than horses have 
given the demand for oats a very black 
eye, and from present_appearances it 100Ks 
now as if the time was very far distant 
when the farmer woud realize in the future 
what he has in the past for his oats. These 
facts will probably tell very decidedly 
against the acreage of the cats during the 
coming season. 

The crop was so large last season and 
prices so low that farmers have not sold 
anything like the quantity. of oats as in 
former seasons. There is a much larger 
proportion of oats on hand this spring 
than is usual. 

Winter Wheat—With the changeable 
March weather, thé general lack of sun- 
shine andthe recent snowfall, winter wheat 
so far has made very little growth and 
shows but Httle sign of life. The snow 
which has just failen has proved of incal- 
culable benefit to the growing crop. 

It has given it plenty of moisture, it has 
protected it from the sudden changes in 
the weather and acted as well as a stimu- 
lant. Hence, I feél quite hopeful that upon 
the return of mild, growing weather we 
shall see quite an improvement in the crop 
since w? last saw it. 

Kansas feels quite hopeful that she is 
going to make a first-class crop of winter 
wheat this season. Katrsas, however, is 
a@ very peculiar state and you never can 
calculate upon. her crop until it is har- 
vested and housed. Reports from Missouri 
on winter wheat are not so flattering. In 
Illinois and Indiana the crop is fairly good. 
In Ohio, where the lands are not as strong, 
there the crop seems to be more or less 
spotted. I have nothing yet of a definite 
character from Michigan neither one way 
or the other. 

Everything in the spring wheat belt, com- 
prising the Dakotas and Minnesota, is at 
present under the snow. They need mois- 
ture very badly there this spring. The 
grain deliveries are very light and there 
is more or less talk of decerease in acre- 
age.

ABOUT COAL. 


It Was Spelled in the Seventeenth 


Century ‘‘Cole.”’ 


Coal in sts most géneral sense includes 
all varieties of carbonaceous minerals used 
as fuels. In old English writings the terms 
pit coal and sea coal are cummonly used, 

The root kol is common to ali teutonic 
nations, while in. French and other Roman 
languages derivities of the Latin carbo are 
used. 

In France and Belgium a peculiar word, 
comille, is most generally used. Neariy up 
to the sevente2nth century the word was 
spelled ‘‘cole,”” when it was gradually su- 
perceded by the modern form coal. 

The classification of the different kinds 
of coal taken from the coal fields are to 
be “ons'dered from various points of view, 
such as their chemical composition, their 
behavior when subjected to heat or when 
burnt, and their geological position and 
origin. They all contain carbon, hydrogen, 
oxygen and nitrogen, fo.rePg the carbon- 
aceous or combustible portion and some 
quantity of mineral matter, which remains 
after combustion as a residuc or ‘“ash,’* 
commuenly called “ashes.’’ 

The most.important class of coals is that 
generally known as bituminous, from their, 
property of softening or undergoing an ap- 
parent fusion when heated a tempera- 
ture far below that at which actual com- 
bustion takes place. 

The propertion of carbon in bituminous 
coals may vary from 8) to 9 per cent. 
The amount of hydrogen is from 4%, to 6 
per cent, Coals richer in hydrogen, on the 
other hand, are more useful and desirable 
for burning in open fires. The Kentucky 
Jellico coal might well be mentioned in 
this connection, as it possesses all the nec- 
essary good qualities and has no superior 
for gratcs, stoves, open fireplaces, etc. Mr.

‘TO SELL THE STOCK 


Will Be Sold on April 46th. 
THE NEWS OF THE COURTS 


The Furniture in the Hotel Jackson 
Will Be Sold Today by Sheriff — 
Barnes. 


——_—— 


The stock of goods of the Stilson-Collins 
Jewelry Company will.be sold under an 
order of the court on April 15th and the 
goods will be delivered to the purchasers 
as soon as the sale can be confirmed by 
the superior court, under whose direction 
the sale is to be conducted. 

The litigation originally found its way 
into the courts through a petition which 
was filed by the Gorham Manufacturing 
Company, and later on several other credi- 
tors filed interventions asking to be made 
parties in the suit. The last of the credi- 
tors to intervene in the case was the Capi- 
tal City bank. The petition of the bank 
was filed last Friday afternoon in the of- 
fice of the clerk of the superior court and 
the bank was made a party to the suit 
on an order which was granted by Judge 
Lumpkin. 

In the petition of the bank many allega- 
tions were made which have since been 
denied by the owners of the Stilson-Col- 
tins Jewelry Company. Among other 
things which were charged, the bank al- 
leged that money had been diverted from 
the business and had been used for the 
individual benefit:of Mr. Coliins. The word- 
ing of the petition was brought to the at- 
tention of Mr. W. R. Collins and he was 
surprised that any alleged charges of 
fraud should have been made. : 

The matter was called to the attention 
of Mr. Haas, of the Capital City bank, and 
he stated that he had no intention of 
charging either Mr. Collins or Mr. Stilson 
with fraud or criminal conduct, but the 
intervention in the case was simply a 
matter of business and he as an officer 
of the bank was only taking what steps 
he thought were legitimate to protect the 
interests of the bank. 

Mr. W. R. Collins, one of the largest 
holders in the company, has stated that 
he did only what he thought was right in 
the conduct of the business of his house 
and at no time had any idea of defrauding 
either the bank or any other one of the 
creditors of the corporation. The entire 
stock of goods of the company will be 
sold to the highest bidder, subject to con- 
firmation by the court, on April 15th, and 
the liabilities will be wound up. 


A Settlement Has Been Effected. 


The litigation which was brought by the 

Brunswick-Balke-Collender Company, of 
Cincinnati, against the Jackson Hotel 
Company, has been settled and the bar 
and fixtures will be returned to the Cin- 
cinnati house today. 

The bar fixtures were sold to the hotel 
company when the house was opened by 
Mr. Camp. The company selling the fix- 
tures held a claim for the payment of 
the purchase money. When the hotel com- 
pany failed to make the payments on 
the fixtures as they fell due, the Cincinnati 
house took cut a bail trover for the 
goods, claiming that they were sold under 
that condition. 

The Jackson estate immediately filed a 
claim to the goods, stating that the fix- 
tures were subject to the debts owed the 
estate, as the bar and fixtures had beconre 
a part of the building and were permanent. 
The matter was. carried.into the courts 
and it was not until yesterday that a set- 
tlement was reached. This morning the 
bar and fixtures will be taken out and 
shipped to the Brunswick-Balke-Collendar 
Company, in Cincinnati. The Cincinnati 
firm was represented by Glenn & Roun- 
tree. 

The furniture in the Jackson hote! will 
be sold this morning under an order of 
the court. Sheriff Barnes will conduct the 
sale, which will be made to the highest 
bidder. The furniture was bought by the 
hotel company from Brown, Bradbury & 
Catlett, and has been levied on as the 
property of that firm and also the Jack- 
son estate has levied a distress warrant 
upon the goods. 

Closed by the Sheriff. 

The saloon of A. O. Harris, at 98 Decatur 
street, was closed yesterday morning by 
Sheriff Barnes under a mortgage fi fa. 
which was recently issted in favor of 
Bluthenthal & Bickart. , 

The amount of the fi fa. was $1,008, and 
was levied upon the stock of wines, 
liquors and other property in the build- 
ing.

THE LAW AND THE ROADS. 


Some Interesting Points Ruled on by 
Courts in Different States. 

In Missouri a railroad owned an apen ele- 
vated track, upon which cars were run for 
the purpvse of transferring grain to other 
cars on the track below, such work being 
done in the daytime by an independent 
contractor, and it was the custom for de- 
fendant’s trainmen to remove at night the 
cars so loaded. Plaintiff, a foreman of 
defendant, while engaged with a crew in 
removing such cars, stepped on a grain 
door lying on a walk beside the track and 
was injured. Other crews were employed 
in doing the same kind of work, and other 
railroads had tracks adjoining defendant’s. 
No one had ever seen a grain door en the 
way before. This one had no mark on it, 
and it was not shown how it came there. 
The supreme court rules that an instruc- 
tion that the jury might find that the door 
Was placed on the way by the contractor 
or his employes was error. 

In West Virginia it is said that a minor 
employed as a railroad hand, has a right 
to rely on the superior skill and knowledge 
of his foreman in ordering a hand car on 
which both were riding to be propelled 
around a curve without ascertaining if a 
train was coming, as required by the rules 
of the company, and cannot be ‘harged 
with contributory negligence in case of 
death by collision on the curve. 

In Kentucky a railroad is bound by the 
action of the conductor of a train in em- 
ploying one to couple the cars thereof, dur- 
ing which operation euch person is injured. 

In Iowa a finding that deceased, a sec- 
tion hand in the employ of a railroad, was 
rightfully on the track when killed, is not 
supported by evidence that his day’s work 
Was dore, and he was going home, imerely 
beceuse his foreman had told him any time 
he was going over the road to notice the 
track closely, and if anything was found 
wrerg to !et hin: know. 

The court of appeals of Texas lays it 
down that where the dangers consequent 
upon pegligence of an employer in having 
work done in an unusual and dangerous 
manner are apparent to a person of ordina- 
ry intelligence, an employe engaging volun- 
tarily in the work assumes the risk of in- 
jury from these causes. 

In Texas plaintiff alleged that he was or- 
dered by his foremat: to sit in the rear of 
a hand car under the brake handles, that 
the car was being run very rapidly; that 
plaintiff was ordered to,rise and take hold 
of the brake nandles while they were mov- 
ing; that it was impossible for him to do so 
without being struck by the handles, <nd 
that plaintiff did not know the danger of 
obeying such orders, but the forem-tn did. 
Plaintiff was struck by the moving brake 
handles. The court of arpeals holds that 
the facts alleged do not constitute a cause 
of action, as, the danger being apparent, 
— executed the orders at his own 

sk. 

In Iowa it is held that where the engineer 
of a train saw children ahead, in a dan- 
serous position, on a bridge having two 
tracks, knew that another train was close 
behind on the other track, and that the 
place to stand on the bridge between the

GEORGE H. NETTLETON IS DYING. 


He Has Had a Stroke of Apoplexy and 
There Is No Hope. 

Kansas City, Mo., March 26.—(Special.)— 
George H. Nettleton, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Memphis railway, is dying at 
his residence, 626 Penn street, in this 
city. There is absolutely no hope of his 
recovery. Dr. St. Clair Streett, who is 
attending Mr. Nettleton, says he is sink- 
ing gradually and cannot survive. Mr. 
Nettleton’s family is prepared for the end 
at any time. 

Twvo weeks ago Mr. Nettleton was 
stricken down with a stroke of apoplexy 
while preparing to go to his office. Phy- 
sicians were summoned and he was put 
to bed, where he has since remained. He 
rallied somewhat during the first few 
days, but a week ago he had a second 
cerebral hemorrhage. All of last week he 
struggled on between life and death and 
his family had no hope of his recovery. 

Nearly four years ago Mr. Nettleton suf- 
fered a similar attack of apoplexy while 
in his bathroom. He remained in the 
room all night and was found in an un- 
conscious condition by one of the ser- 
vants in the morning. 

Mr. Nettleton was born at Chicapee 
Falls, Mass., November 13, 1831. He en- 
tered railway service at the age of twenty 
as a rodman on the New Haven and New 
London road. He was with the Terre 
Haute and Alton road for a year or so as 
assistant engineer. He was engineer for 
other roads and then served the Hannibal 
and St. Joe for a number of years in dif- 
ferent capacities. For twelve years he was 
general superintendent of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe. In January, 1887, 


| he was elected president and general man- 


ager of the Kansas City, Memphis and 
Birmingham and he has been president 
ever since. 
Compressed Air Locomotives. 

“The use of locomotives operated by com- 
pressed air offers special advantages for 
handling large quantities of cotton, as at 
wharves, warehouses, etc., where the dan- 
ger from the sparks and cinders of a steam 
locomotive and the sparking of electric mo- 
tors, render either of the latter methods 
of traction inadvisable,’”’ says The Engi- 
neering News. “‘Two of these locomotives 
have been built by H. K. Porter & Co., of 
Pittsburg, Pa., and are small, four-wheel 
switching engines running on tracks of 
36-inch gauge. Each engine has two cylin- 
drical air tanks, one 15 feet 2 inches long 
and one 17 feet 2 inches long. Both tanks 
are 315% inches, inside diameter, built up of 
9-16 inch shell plates, the longitudinal seams 
sextuple riveted, with inside and outside 
welt strips, and the circumferential seams 
double riveted. The tank heads are of thir- 
teen-sixteenth inch flanged steel, of dished 
shape, with manholes in the front heads. 
The working pressure in the tanks is 600 
pounds per square inch, and this is reduced 
to 140 pounds in the auxillary reservoir by 
means of an automatic pressure regulator. 
The Stephenson link valve motion is used, 
operating a plain D slide valve, and grad- 
uated to cut off equally at all points of 
the stroke.” 


To Prevent Discrimination. 

The members of the joint traffic associa- 
tion in their answer to the proceedings 
brought against the organization, say that 
it was formed to tring about a co-operation 
which would lead to the maintenance of 
reusonable and just fares, rates, rules and 
regulations of interstate traffic; prevent un- 
just discrimination; secure the reduction 
and concentration of agencies and the in- 
troduction of economics in the conduct of 
interstate commerce.

Mr, Young had asked that the court give 
him a total divorce from his wife. This peti- 
tion was filed several days ago. Only @ 
short time ago another petition was placed 
on record, alleging that while he was in a 
financial erisis his wife was given a home- 
stead upon some of the property which he 
ewned eat that time, and he sues fer the 
recovery of the amount ef the hemeatead 
or rather an interest in the amount, 

In the petition fer divercee Mr, Young 
alleges that his married life has been a 
great disappointment and thag he has 
never been allewed any of the privileges 
which are usually enjeyed by a husband. 
He states that he never enjeyed life until 
he became a soldier in the war, and it 
was not until that time that he found any 
peace. The whistle of bullets and the 
roar of cannon were more pleasant to him 
than the voice of his wife, 


Mrs, Ycung Files an Answer, 

In regard to the petition which her hus- 
band has filed for divorce Mra, Young has 
some very spicy things to say, She de- 
nies many of the allegations, but grants 
that she dented her husband the usual 
privileges of a husband on account éf his 
conduct. She alleges that his cenduct was 
coarse, brutal and vulgar, and she ceuld 
not act as a wife toward him and main- 
tain her self-respect, 

Continuing further Mrs. Young says that 
just after the war closed she and ner 
husband came to Atlanta to live, and by 
industry, energy and economy, practiced 
as much by ner as by her husband, they 
were enabled to accumulate considerable 
property. 

She says they lived in peace and hap- 
piness until lust and intemperance entered 
into their happy home. She charges her 
husband with becoming infatuated with a 
woman of questionable character and says 
he spent much of his time with this wo- 
man. He is charged with keeping this 
woman in one of his houses near his 
home, and after drinking heavily and 
spending a large portion of his time with 
this woman of low characater he would 
return home in an intoxicated condition, 

A Barroom Ruined Him. 

The petition charges that Mr. Young 
opened a barroom in the city and invested 
his money in the venture, which finally 
brought financial ruin and wreck. 

Mrs. Young claims that he would have 
wasted the accumulations of a lifétime had 
she not taken out a homestead upon the 
property, which she had helped to obtain, 
In this manner she says she was able. to 
provide for herself and her family. 

She also claims that several years ago 
her husband left her and his little ones in 
shame and anger and departed for Alaba- 
ma. She says he returned about a year 
azo and asked to live with her and that 
she took him in and granted and allowed 
his interest in the homestead rights. 

Mrs. Young files a cross bill and asks 
that she, too be given a total divorce 
from her husband. She charges cruel 
treatment, claiming that he abused and 
cursed her and in every way neglected 
her and his family. 

Charges Neglect and Abandonment. 

In the petition it is alleged that he de- 
serted her in 1877 and left her to support 
and care for seven little children. She has 
spent the best part of her life, she claims, 
in caring for her children, and now that 
she is old and her life is drawing to a close 
she would never have sought a divorce 
from him had he not attacked her char- 
acter as a wife and mother. 

The answer is filed through her attor- 
neys, Burton Smith and Shepard Bryan. She 
also asks for $25 per month alimony and 
the sum of $500 as counsel fees. 

She Arswers the Second Petition. 

The answer of Mrs. Young in regard to 
the petition in reference to the homestead 
allegations is quite lengthy. 

She charges that her husband was drunk 
most of the time and ran her boarders 
away, because he cursed and swore in the 
dining room. 

She says she kept up the payments on 
the homestead property, as he was never 
in a condition to attend to business.

HE WON'T VACATE 


B. F. Hooper Declines To Give Up the 
Possession of a Store. 


APPEAL MADE TO THE COURTS 
Receiver Mossteen Chstead That Hooper 
Broke Into the Property of 
Mr. Peeples. 


An interesting petition has been filed with 
the clerk of the superior court by D. Mor- 


} rison, who is acting as the receiver of H. 


C. Peeples, under an order of the court. 

The petition sets forth several declara- 
tion in regard to the possession of a certain 
building which is claimed by Mr. Peeples 
as his individual property. It alleges that 
B. F. Hooper has entered the building by 
breaking the lock upon the doof and has 
taken possession of the building. 

Receiver Morrison claims that as an offi- 
cer of the court he has taken posseesion of 
the house on the corner of Richmond and 
Frazier streets and was endeavoring to 
rent the property. Several days ago he 
says a negro man Called at his office and 
asked for the keys to the building, as he 
desired to see the interior of the house with 
a view to renting the place. The keys were 
furnished the man and he ostensibly left 
the office for the purpose of making an ex- 
amination of the premises. The next day 
he returned, but failed to bring with him 
the keys. He told the receiver that a 
man by the name of Hooper had taken the 
keys away from him and had refused to 
give them up. 

Hooper has since held the property and 
now has a stock of groceries in the building 
and will not give up the house to Receiver 
Morrison. The petition setting forth the 
facts has been filed and the case will be 
heard before Judge Lumpkin next Satur- 
day morning in chambers. Until some ac- 
tion is taken by the courts Hooper will re 
main in’ possession. 

Hooper Claims the Property. 

The petition which has just been filed by 
Receiver Morrison is not the first legal 
action which has been thé result of the 
purchase of the equity in the property by 
Mr. Peeples. 

Mr. Peeples claims that the bond for title 
was purohased by himself several months 
ago from B. F. Hooper, and immediately 
following the purchase of the property sev- 
eral petitions for injunction were flled by 
Hooper and his wife. These petitions were 
dismissed upon a hearing before Judge 
Lumpkin and Mr. Peeples wae authorized 
to take possession of the property. 

Shortly after this Mr. Peeples became 
financially involved and Mr. D. Morrison 
was appointed a receiver by the court, 
Under this order of the court Receiver Mor- 
rison took possession of the house and 
storeroom anjoining. 

Receiver Morrison was presented with 
several additional petitions to restrain him 
from taking possession of the place, but 
these, too, were finally dismissed and Mor- 
rison proceeded to make some repairs of 
the place for the purpose of making it suita- 
ble for renting purposes. 

Broke the Lock from the Door. 

In the petition Mr. Morrison alleges that 

when the keys were taken from his office 
he requested their prompt return. The 
negro stated that Hooper had taken them 
away trom him and would not give them 
up. 
Mr. Morrison alleges that he sent a man 
around to the place and upon examination 
it was found that a stove and several pieces 
of property had been placed in the room. 
The collector bored a hole through the door 
facing and placed a chain and locked the 
door with a padlock. This was Saturday. 

Monday morning Mr. Morrison was as- 
tonished to find that the lock and chain 
had been broken and that Hooper had 
moved in.a stock of goods and was con- 
ducting a business in the house. Hooper 
was notified by Mr. Morrison to vacate, but 
he said that he did not intend to do any- 
thing about the matter, as it was his prop- 
erty. Then it was that the petition was 
filed and an order granted by Judge Lump- 
kin. 

The case will be heard Saturday next 
in chambers and some action will be taken 
in the matter. In the meantime Hooper is 
in possession and is conducting a grocery 
and fish business at the place. 


SHE NEEDS HELP. 


Mother of the Triplets Writes » Touch- 
ing Letter Asking for Aid. 

overnor Atkinson received yesterday a 
very touching appeal for assistance from 
Mrs. Cassie Jackson, of 160 Walker street, 
who gave birth to triplets a short time 
ago, all of whom have since died. Mrs. 
Jackson states that herself and all her 
family are in destitute circumstances and 
she asks for aid. 

Mrs. Jackson states in her lette? that her 
house rent ts due and that she is out of 
provisions. Her husband lost his mother 
recently and the expense of burying her 
and the triplets exhausted the little supply 
of money possessed by the family. Her 
husband lost his position on account of 
sickness, Mrs. Jackson states, and he 
has been unable to secure another. 

The governor turned the letter over to 
his son “J. P.,’’ who circulated it through 
the capitol and secured donations from the 
officials, which were turned over to Mrs. 
Jackson. She thanked the governor and 
others for the assistance. 

The fact of the receipt of the letter and 
the action taken would not have been given 
out had not Mrs. Jackson stated that she 
needed more assistance and would be glad 
if the attention of the people was called 
to her condition. She is corfined to her bed 
by illness now. It is a case for the charita- 
ble people of the city.

| WHOSE RIFLE Is IT? 


GOV. ATKINSON RECEIVES A LET- 
TER ABOUT AN OLD RELIC. 


Belonged to a Georgia Soldier—The Old 
Gun Was Found in a Forest in 
Wisconsin. 


~<_--- 


Governor Atkinson is in receipt of a 
letter from Chicago, telling of the finding 
of an old army rifle near Woodruff, Wis., 


which evidently belonged to a Georgia con- 

federaté soldier. The rifle bore the name 

of H. duBignon, engraved on the stock. 
The olf rifle evidently has a history. 


It was found leaning up against a tree in 
a forest. Quite a number of human bones 
wére found about the tree, apparently in- 
dicating that the owner of the gun perish- 
ed at the spot, eaten by wolves, it is 
thought by the writer of the letter, Gar- 
wood Harris, of 34 and 36 Canal street, 
Chicago. 

Mr. Harris writes thé governor an in- 
teresting letter about the old gun. He de- 
scribes the relic, stating that on the right 
hand side of the stock is engraved in silver 
the words, ‘‘'Georgia to the rescue.”” On 
the left-hand side of the stock, engraved 
in silver, are the words, ‘‘Presented to H. 
duBignon by H, Floyd.’’ 

Mr. Harris suggests that the relic would 
be of great value to the owner, and he 
asks the govefnor to place his letter on 
the right track to find the original owner, 
if living. Governor Atkinson accordingly 
handed the letter to The Constitution. It 
reads as follows: 

Mr. Harris’s Letter. 

“Chicago, March 23, isv.—To the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Georgia. Dear Sir: 
Recently an old rifle came intoO my pos- 
session. This gun certainly has a big his- 
tory behind it. It Was found leaning up 
against a tree about four miles north of 
Woodruff, Wis. Quite a number of human 
bones were scattered around the tree, in- 
dicating that the owner of the rifle had 
been ate up by the Wolves. On the right- 
hand of the stock is engraved in_ silver 
the words, ‘Georgia to the rescue.’ On 
the left side of the stock, engraved in sil- 
ver, are these words: ‘Presented to H. du- 
Bignon by H. Floyd.’ I think, without 
doubt, that this -gun belonged to some 
man in the army from your state, and 
likely was captured by one of our men. 
This rifle is, of course, of no practical 
value, but would be of great value as a 
relic to the right party, who, I presume, 
is H. duBignon. I write this letter to 
you, not knowing who else to direct it to. 
and trust you will put it on the right 
track to find the original owner if living.

UNTIED THE KNOT 


The Jury Gives Mrs. Roberts a Total 
Divorce from Hef Husband. 


MRS. HALL SUES FOR ALIMONY 


Charlie Cargile, While Stealing! a Ride, 
Says He Was Thrown from a 
Rapidly Moving Train. 


Mrs. Lula M. Roberts was granted a to- 
tal divorce yesterday morning in the su- 
perior court and was given the custody of 
her children and a regular monthly allow- 


ance of alimony. 
Through her attorneys she sued for a di- 
vorce from her husband, W. H. Roberts, to 
whom she was married in the summer of 
1887. In her petition she alleges that her 
husband began to drink soon after her 
marriage and in a short time he began to 
abuse her and neglect her. She charges 
him with making vile accusations against 
her and later on with abandoning her and 


her children. 

On account of his conduct toward her 
she says she left him. He made promises 
of better behavior and she returned only 
to be again disappointed, she says. He 
failed to provide properly for her and she 
was compelled to again leave him. 

The jury was out but a short time and 
returned a verdict in her favor, granting 
her a total divorce and giving her the cus- 
tody of her children. The jury allowed her 
alimony in the sum of $5 per month, pro- 
vided the salary of Mr. Roberts reached 
$40 per month. If he made $50 per month 
she is to receive $10, and if he earns as 
much as $60 per month she is to receive 
the amount of $15 each month as her por- 
tion of the alimony. 

The verdict provided that the father 
could visit his children at least once each 
week. The children were to be seen in 
private in the office of M. J. McCord, in 
Temple court, provided (Mr. Roberts gives 
notice in writing thirty-six hours before 
hand that he wishes to see the children. 
When this notice is given the mother is 
ordered to produce the children. 

In case the monthly salary of Mr. 
Roberts is not as much as $40 he is not 
required to pay alimony to his wife. 

Sues for Alimony. 

Through her attorneys, Bishop, Andrews 
& Hill, Mrs. Mary C. Hall has filed suit 
in the superior court for alimony against 
her husband, George Daniel Hall. 

Her petition shows that she married 
him about seven years ago and that three 
children have been born unto her as a re- 
sult of the union. She alleges that her 
husband abandoned her and the children 
more tNan two years ago and has not con- 
tributed to her support. Since he left his 
family his wife claims that she has been 
compelled to earn a support as best she 
could. She states that much of the time 
her children have been sick and needed 
medicine and money, but her husband re- 
fused to give anything for their support. 

The case has been set for a hearing 
before Judge Lumpkin on April 4th and 
final_actio6n wlll be taken at.that time. 

Wants Damages from the Road. 
Charley . Cargile has brought suit 
against the Western:and Atlantic railroad 
for damages received on account of a ride 
which he took on the front end of a 
mail car platform. 

He is a minor and his petition is brought 
through his next friend, Mitchell Cargile. 
The boy alleges that he boarded the front 
platform of a mail car on the Western 
& Atlantic road near Cartersville and was 
riding without a ticket or the usual pay- 
ment of fare. He was discovered, he 
claims, by the employes of the road about 
seven miles this side of Cartersville. He 
says the train was running thirty miles 
an hour and he would not attempt to 
jump off the car. 

When he was discovered by the brake- 
man he says he was picked up bodily and 
thrown from the car into a creek over 
which the train was running on a high 
trestle. The fall Knocked him senseless 
and he says he remained in an uncon- 
scious condition until he was picked up 
by a negro man and carried about two 
miles back to the station. At the station 
a physician examined his wounds and it 
was seen that he was in a bad condition 
from his contact with the rocks ifi the 
bottom of the creek into which he was 
thrown. 

Cargile claims that he was badly mash- 
ed and bruised and in addition to several 
permanent injuries his tongue was split 
and he has been confined to his room since 
the accident. Cargile is represented by 
Glenn & “Rountree and the case will be 
heard at*the May term.

THE DARIEN AND WESTERN SE- 
CURES A SUSPENSION ORDER. 


Governor Atkinson Issues an Order 
Suspending the Collection of the 
Taxes on the Road. 


Governor Atkinson has ordered a sus- 
pension of the payment of the taxes on a 
portion of the Darien and Western Rail- 
road Company. The company claims that 
the tax 1s too much and it will contest 
the matter in the legislature. 

In the county of McIntosh the commis- 
sioners authorized a readjustment of the 
dssessment of the taxes in that county and 
a reduction of $28,000 was agreed upon. The 
amount deducted left $44,049.58 worth of 
property to be taxed and the governor 
orders that upon the payment of the prin- 
cipal, interest and cost due on-that amount 
the collection of the balance be suspended 
until the meeting of the next general as- 
sembly. 

The official order is as follows: 

“State of Georgia, Executive Office, At- 
lanta, Ga, March 24, 1896.—Whereas, the 
comptroller general has issued a fi. fa. 
against the Darien and Western Railroad 
Company for the sum of $528.54, besides in- 
terest and costs, for state taxes for the 
year 189%, upon an assessment of its prop- 
erty at $72,049.58, and placed the same in 
the hands of the attorney general for col- 
lection; and 

“Whereas, 
to me by said company that it desires to 
petition the legislature for the passage of 
a resolution, authorizing a readjustment of 
its assessment for taxes for 1895, and that 
upon a similar petition the board of coun- 
ty commissioners of McIntosh county au- 
thorized a readjustment of said assess- 
ment so far as the same applied to county 
taxes, which readjustment resulted in a 
reduction of $28,000; 

“Tt is, therefore, ordered, That upon the 
payment of the principal, interest and costs 
due on $44,049.58 that the collection of the 
balance.due on said fi. fa. be suspended 
until the meeting of the next general as- 


sembly. e

MR. GENTRY TALKS ABOUT TELE- 
PHONE METHODS. 


Discusses the Opposition to His Com- 
pany and Gives Some Interest- 
ing Facts. | 


Mr. Gentry, the assistant superintendént 
of the Southern Bell Telephone Company, 
was asked what he had to say in regard to 
the opposition enterprise. He replied sub- 
stantially as foilows: 

“It is obvious that I feel some delicacy 
about saying anything. Whatever I might 
say is liable to be distorted and to be as- 
cribed to selfish motives. However, there 
are one or two points to which it may not 
be amiss to direct the attention of the 
public. Probably no Atlanta capitalist 
needs to ‘be cautioned to make proper in- 
vestigation with reference to investment 
in a business with which in the nature of 
things he must be unfamiliar. It was nat- 
urally to be expected that upon the expi- 
ration of certain patents (and, by the way, 
all telephone patents have not expired, and 
the possibility of patent litigation is stil 
an element to be taken into consideration) 
telephone enterprises should be promoted 
by speculators and by manufacturers of 
infringing felephones and apparatus. One 
feature of getting up opposition telephone 
exchanges consists of misstatements of ex- 
peases made from lack of actual experi- 
ence and always far under the real cost of 
doing the business. 
knows how easy it is to make up such a 
set of figures, and knows how apt the actu- 
alities are to differ from the estimates. 
These enterprises so far have not proven 
satisfactory, and not one of them has yet 
reached 800 subscribers in any city. Some 
opposition exchanges are referred to which 
do not exist. There is, for instance, no 
a exchange in operation in Detroit, 
Mich. 

“We are practically a home institution; 
we own valuable real estate and have a 
fine building Our entire force, with per- 
haps one or two exceptions, are native 
southern men. Our business here now 
Supports about five hundred rosidents of 
Atlanta. We pay out for apparatus to one 
manufacturing concern in Atlanta about 
$500 a month, besides paying to other houses 
large bills for hardware, printing and sta- 
tionery, and other supplies. 

“The telephone business is an evolution, 
a science, involving complicagions and re- 
quiring to be thoroughly learned in order to 
give satisfactory service. A little tour 
through our building will demonstrate this. 

“We have been years developing the sys- 
tem and we are backed by a parent com- 
pany which devotes a large amount of 
money to the maintenance of an engineer- 
ing force compriSing the best talent and 
skill and experience, with all the facilities 
of the most extensive and expensive lab- 
oratories and shops for experimenting and 
manufacturing. 

“I wish you could go through the estab- 
lishments referred to, which are located in 
Boston, New York and Chicago. It would 
be a revelation to you of what is involved 
in the telephone business. We have plans 
now outlined for additions and improve- 
ments to our system in Atlanta and in our 
district, comprising the states of South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and Florida, 
which will require a year or two for execu- 
tion and will involve an expenditure of 
probably more money than a layman would 
Suppose sufficient for the construction of 
an entire opposition plant in Atlanta. 

“‘All this is in ‘the interest of the custom- 
er. Atlanta has long since ceased to be a 
little country town, and it getting farther 
away from that classification every day. 
What the people want here is not a cheap 
and consequently inferior service, but the 
very ‘best that can be had. We are con- 
stantly spending money to give it to them: 
to “keep up with the progress of the art;”’ 
to do our part in making Atlanta a cosmo- 
politan city. Our businesg must be carried 
on in such a manner as t6 accomplish this 
end. Our employes must be competent and 
must be paid such salaries as to command 
such a class, and we must be free from the 
necessity of cheese-paring economies in 
other directions. 

“I am talking longer than I intended, but 
I must make one reference to our long-line 
facilities. The connections established last 
year with distant points—Columbus, Rome, 
Athens, etc.—are well known. We shall 
have a very interesting combination of ad- 
ditions to this system to announce in a 
short time. 

‘‘We have not the slighest intention in the 
world of rétiring from business. We ex- 
pect our friends to stand by us and we wil] 
stand by them. 

“I may mention in closing that our com- 
pany bas paid but two dividends in two 
years, those two aggregating 2% per cent.”
